The group was comprised 
of professional people who 
underwent simulated prison 
experiences with the direc- 
tion of penologists and 
psychologists.

aspect of the seminar, ‘told 
the temporary convicts..in 
their orientation session 
Thursday night that correc- 
tions is a life or death matter. 
He emphasized people are 


getting killed in the prison - 


system. 

He indicated that their per- 
sonal involvement in prison 
would be the best way to 
facilitate an understanding of 
the workings of the penal 
system. « 

“Only a person -who 
receives the bullet knows 
how it feels to be shot,” he 
explained at the orientation 
dinner. 

The group was instructed 
to make believe they had 
been caught doing illegal ac- 
tivities. In addition, each con- 
vict was assigned a crime for 
which he was supposedly 
arrested. 

For those who could not 
conceive of actually com- 
mitting the crime assigned to 
them, they were advised to 
pretend they were convicted 
of.a crime they didn't really 
commit. 

The convicts were divided 
into 10 groups.for the pur- 
pose of communicating with 
prisoners. Each group was

En route home with her two children, Aleta, 15, 
and William, 14, Mrs. Gardner said she was ap- 
proached from behind and struck back of the head by 
one of the two officers. While she was,on the ground, 
one officer “laid down his book and sprayed me in 
the face with mace.” The other officer twisted her 
arm causing her to fall to the ground, she said.

Improvement Swindles 


The majority of home im- 
provement™ dealers are 
reputable businessmen, but 
there are those who are ready 
and wilting to take advantage 
of the unsuspecting con- 
sumer. 

Because of this, On April 
14, 1972,. Governor. Gilligan 
signed the Ohio Consumer 
Sales Practices Act. One of 
the more common practices 
the bill prohibits is called, 
“Bait and Switch’ ad- 
vestising. 

Bait and Switch advertising 
offers . supposedly . high 
quality merchandise at low 
prices. Those who respond 
are then switched to more 
costly, items or services. 

For example, a company 
might advertise aluminum 
siding at $50 “per square,” 
which is approximately half 
the normal retail cost. The 
unsuspecting customer, in- 
trigued by such savings, is 
visited at his home by a 
salesman who shows him the 
advertised product, which 
turns ‘out to be of very poor 
quality. The salesman in- 
dicates the poor quality of the 
adveffised product and then 
attempts to switch the con- 
sumer to a much higher 
priced item. 

Home owners should be 
awaré of Spring “bargains” 
wich il begin to come 
their Way. Itinerant workmen 
create the majority of 
problems for home owners 
They solicit business at your 
home by indicating that they 
have-just completed a job 
“somewhere up the street,” 
and fave left-over materials 
with which they offer to do a 
similar type job at greatly 
reduced cost and on a cash 
basis. These workmen 
specialize in shoddy or un- 
finished work, inferior ma- 
terials, and vanish afterward 

The first and most success- 
ful defense against home im- 
provement swindies is to be 
aware that they do exist. The 
following guidelines will help 
you:

Ange Diawara, the leader of 
the Congolese guerrillas, and 
his top assistant have been 
killed by government security 

“forces, a broadcast by the 
Brazzaville radio said. 

Reporting that the two men 
and 10 of their followers were 
killed when government for- 
ces took over the head- 
quarters of the Maoist 
guerrilla movement in the 
forest, about 50 miles south- 
west of Brazzaville, on the 
Congo-Zaire frontier, it said a 
holiday had been declared. 

The bodies of the two men 
were to be exhibited in the 
Stadium of the Revolution, as 
officials confirmed that 
Diawara and his chief aide, 
Jean-Baptiste Ikoko were 
dead. 

The men had’ fled to the 
forest with their followers af- 
ter an unsuccessful attempt 
to overthrow President 
Marien Ngouabi in February, 

, 1972. 

A former member of the 
politburo of the governing 
Congolese Workers party, 
Diawara advocated armed 
struggle. against the in- 
stitutions of the Congo, 
which became independent 
from France in 1960 and is 
formally known as the 
People's Republic of the 
Congo. 
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of America's most profound 
artists has been growing in 
recent years after a long 
period of neglect.

Desegregation Plans 


WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) = 
Ten states have been ordered 
by HEW to submit desegrega- 
tion plans for their public col- 
leges by June 11, or face 
Possible cutoffs in federal 
funds. 

The order; given bythe Of- 
fice of Civil Rights in HEW, 
results from a February 16 
court order by District Judge 
John H. Pratt. He ruled that 
the. department had failed to 
require complete desegrega- 
tion of some 200 Southern 
schoo! systems and public 
colleges. 

HEW has the power to 
begin proceedings to cut off 
funds in states which do not 
comply. However, Peter 
Holmes,.director of the Office 
of Civil Rights, remarked 
“there is no immediate 
prospect of joss of federal 
funds. Our objective is. to 
secure voluntary compliance 
by negotiations and per- 
suasion,” 

Further court action on 
Pratt's decision is expected. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals in 
April refused to grant the 
government a delay in 
requiring school and college 
desegregation: But the court 
is expected to announce its 
review of Pratt's decision that 


the government had tailed to 
fully enforce Title Vi of the 
Civil Rights Act. 

in May, the presidents of 
the 110 predominately black 
colleges also filed a brief, op- 
posirig the Pratt decision as it

They argued that because 
compulsory attendance laws 
do not apply to colleges, and 
because black colleges have 
never discriminated against 
white students or faculty.

The condition of the field was deplorable. One glance at 
the old diamond and we could see that it wasn’t a good place 
to play a baseball game for semi-pro teams. The backstop 
behind home plate is too close, Part of the backstop extends 
over home plate so that when a foul ball is hit, it is subject to 
ricochet against the batter or catcher. 

The infield is a skinned diamond with no grass inside the 
base path and home plate. This is nothing unusual for most 
of the city recreation baseball fields. However, at Maryland 
Park the grass behind the base path should be cutback 
another 15 or 20 feet to give the infielders more space to 
round up a ground ball before it rolls in the outfield. 

We walked through the grass in the outfield and were 
shocked to'find such large holes. A player could easily break 
or twist his ankle in one of these foxholes. The vehicle which 
had been used ‘to drag-the infield probably left these gaping 
holes. 

Behind third base there. is a sewer and in short-right field. - 
there is a valley. Boards are missing from the players’ bench 
on both sidés of the field. There are some bleachers on each 
side of the field which will seat about 25 people apiece. 

As we drove away from the old ballyard which used to at- 
tract hundreds of softball and baseball fans, we recalled the 

many bonds that have been passed to put this diamond into 
perfect condition. In the late 40's a professor from Ohio State 
University made a study of the recreation situation in Colum- 
bus: At that time he stated that-Maryland Park should be. 
equipped for baseball and night softbgt. As of this date no 
lights have been installed at Marylgad for night softball 


Our search for a baseball game finally carried us to the 
city’s new baseball diamond on Hatmon Ave. We arrived in 
time to see Zanesville nose out Craig Realty 5-4. 

We soon discovered that Charlie Fincher is managet of 
Craig Realty and he has Reggie Walker as his assistant 
coach, Craig is in the Heart of Ohio League which plays all 
of its games on Sunday and the Columbus Baseball League 
which plays its games through the week under the lights on 
Harmon Ave.

Jethroe, one of the fastest men ever to put on a pair of 
baseball spikes. The tall Negro outfielder was more of 
a whiz on the base paths than the late Jackie Robin- 


son. 

The man in question ap- 
peared on the National 
League scene in the spring of 
1950, The news media that 
covered the National League 
beat, contrived all kinds. of 
stories about the speed of 
Jethroe on the base paths. 
They even said the new out- 
fielder had given evidence of 
the shades of the great Ty 
Cobb; who was considered 
the greatest base runner and 
the greatest player to ever 
steal bases 

Remember, during this 
period. of the National 
League, Maury Willis had not 
appeared on the scene for 
the Dodgers when he broke 
the. great Ty Cobb's record in 
base stealing, pilfering 104 


bases 

Jethroe, however was 
making the faris in Montreal 
forget the first Negro in pro 
baseball; Jackie Robinson; 
when he stole 89 bases. 

The fans labeled this new 
Negro flash “The Jet", He 
could really fly and when he 
Started to steal the fans 
would yell,;"There he goes.”

“The Cleveland Indians 
stopped the flow of fans to 
the old baseball park, when 
the Tribe signed Larry Doby, 
the first Negro player to per- 
form in the American League, 
who began to click for the In- 
dians. 

The Indians tot awhile were 
interested in Jethroe, but 
didn't sign the speedy out- 
fielder. They considered 
Doby was better with a great 
future. 

At times Jethroe’s fielding 
wasn't always letter pertect. 
In fact he either ran fly balls 
or misjudged a line drive hit 
right at him 

The Brooklyn Dodgers 
scouted the speedy Jethroe 
and later signed him for the 
Montreal_club. for something 
like Five thousand dollars. 

The “road-runner" tooled 
his enemies and batted for a 
healthy .322 and stole some- 
thing like 18 bases. Word got 
around the International 
League that Jethroe was a 
“pop-of."" He was something 
new in this respect since he 
was a Negro player. The 
white players of course 
frowned of Sam's frankness. 

In the year 1949 Jethroe 
returned ta the Montreal Club 
at their spring training camp 
and ‘at once proved he was 
Some Speedster when he ran 
the 60 year dash in 6.1. At the 
beginning of the season he 
was hitting a light 208. He 
later increased his batting 
average to 250 and as the 
season with one month to go 
was stinging the ball at a 305

Jethroe felt great and after 
his batting straightened out 
he began to run wild on the 
base paths. He was some- 
thing to see in action when 
he reached first base. He 
could get off like a sprinter 
and head for second as the 
fans screamed and yelled at 
their new hero. 

Some of the baseball 
writers called him’ “Larceny 
Legs." The speedy base 
stealer on several occasions 
beat Barney Ewell, the star 
sprinter and member of the 
U.S. Olympic Team. The 
baseball players stated that 
“Sam The Jet’ beat Ewell 
with ease. 5 

At the end of the season 
Jethroe ended it.in glory. He 
hit for .326 average and it was 
second best in the Interna- 
tional jeague. He also-stole 
89 bases and slammed out 19 
triples. The next thing in 
question was whether 
Jethroe would end up with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers. 

Branch Rickey wanted 
Jethroe, but didn't want to 
push his luck too quickly, for 
already he had three Negroes 
on the squad in Jackie 
Robinson, Roy Campanella 
and Don Newcombe. Richey 
then sold him to the Boston 
Braves, the first Negro ever to 
play on a Boston Team. The 
Red Sox at the time did not 
have a Negro on their roster.

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Black Radio Network 
Has Funding Problems - 


WASHINGTON -- Black 
broadcasting made some 
inroads this week in at- 
tempting to gain its footing in 
@ predominantly white orien- 
ted and operated field, 
however, it also suffered a 
significant setback due to a 
reported funding shortage. 

Describing itselt as-the-first 
black owned and operated 
radio news network, the 
National Black Network 
(NBN) announced in New 
York last weekend: that it will 
go on. the air by July 1. 

To.date, 38 stations have 
‘signed Contracts to affiliate 
with the network, according 
to Eugene D. Jackson, 
president of Unity Broad- 
casting Network, Inc., which 
will operate NBN. He added 
that by July 1, he anticipates 
that. figure will increase to 
between SO to 60 thus, af- 
‘fording the network an 
estimated “total market 
penetration’ of about 30 
million blacks in this country 
with about $35 billion in an- 
nual buying power. 

Jackson, who noted that 
NBN would hire 20 news per- 
sonnel at the beginning ‘said 
he thought the network will 
be successful because “we'll 
be protessional’’ and 
because it is owned by 
biacks “we've removed the 
final fitter. in decisions on 
what should be reported 
nationally.” 


Check the Red Tags. 


Roy Wood, former news 
director for a Chicago radio 
station and an &8sdciate 
Professor in the Howard 
University School of Com- 
munications, will serve as the 
network's national news 
director. 

Mutual Broadcasting 
System's Mutual Black Net= 
work, andther black network, 
marked its first anniversary 
last May 1. It reportedly has 
73 affiliated stations across 
the country. 

In a related development, 
the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting (CPB) an- 
nounced earlier this week 
that it will not provide finan- 
cial support for “Soul,” a 
cultural and Variety- show 
aimed at blacks and the 
Spanish-speaking. 

CPB's executive vice 
president, Keith Fisher, said, 
“we love the program. We'd 
love’ to. have them find 
somebody to fund it,” but 
Noted ‘that funding wds with- 
drawn because of budgetary 
problems. 

John J. Iselin, president of 
Channel 13 (WNET) in New 
York which has produced the 
weekly, hour-long program 
for the past five seasons, said 
he was “absolutely shocked” 
by the sudden decision and 
that he intends to “make the 
CPB board live up to: its 
word.” 

Last March 7, the board 


vowed that “soul” would 
receive a share of the 
$305,000 which was ear- 
marked for black program- 
ming. In addition to “Soul,” a 
soon-to-be- produced black 
program called “Interface” 
was also to receive a portion 
of the funds, 2 

tEttis Haiztip; producer and 
fost of “Soul,” charged that 
the program, which has not 
yet produced a pilot, is an 
“interracial” one rather than 
a black program and con- 
tended that CPB's withdrawal 
of funding was an attempt “to 
destroy all black program- 
ming."’) 

The recent withdrawal of 
funding has left Channel 13 
“without a dime for “Soul.” 
said Iselin, adding that plan- 
ners had already commenced 
working on a “Supersoul” 
concept for the fall season 
and that crews weré@ being 
paid from prospective funds. 

However, a CPB spokes- 
man, said the producers 
were told in March to 
“shop around’ for to- 
tal funding for the pro- 
gram, which costs between 
$500,000 and $800,000 a year. 

“What grieves us about this 
is that CPB has gone back on 
its. _word,"" said Robert 
Kotlowitz, vice president for 
Programming at Channel 13. 
“They've shown a. very 
cavalier attitude toward the 
talent and effort that have 


gone into this program, He 
said it is doubtful that “Soul” 
would survive without federal 
funding, which producers of 
the program have said they 
will seek, 


“Black Journal,” the only 
other black-oriented program

Produced and hosted by Tony 
Brown, has received funding 
for the fall season, However, 
it was only after a do-or-die 
battle and an extensive 
write-in campaign launched 
by Brown, the dean of the 
Howard University School of 
Communications, that the 
Program received funding. 


When the issue of funding 
for “Soul” and “Black Jour- 
nal" arose tast March, there 
was widespread speculation 
that both programs, 
especially the: latter — which 
had been termed con- 
troversial because it has 
featured such outspoken per- 
sonalities as self-avowed 
Communist Angéla Davis and 
black activist Stokeley Car- 
michael— would succumb to 
the proverbial meat-cutting 
ax. However, Brown promised 
“to go for the jugular” of the 
CPB_and initiated nationwide 
chapters of “Friends of Black 
Journal” to lobby for the con- 
tinuation of the program. At 
that time, Brown charged that 
the CPB board was “racist.”

The Justice Department has 
sued four restaurants In Ala- 
bama, charging them with 
unequal service to blacks. 

Attorney General Richard 
Kleindienst said each of the 
restaurants-had discriminated 
against blacks in'violation of 
the public accommodation 
section of the Civil Rights 
Act. 

Loftis Cafe in Fayette main- 
tained separate eating areas 
for blacks and whites. Dee 
Wright's Cafe in Carbon Hill 
refused to admit blacks and 
served them at the rear door 
or at-a window only. Lib’s 
Cafe in Calera also main- 
tained separate eating areas 
for blacks and whites, while 
Bowen's Cafe in Carbon Hill 
refused to admit blacks and 
required them to obtain carry- 
out all of their food.

Both, however, achieved their 
triumphs by making fullest use of 
the heralded opportunities that are 
theoretically offered in our “free 
enterprise” society under which, for 
nearly 200 years, any male white 
citizen came into the world with the 
potential of scaling the ladder of 
Success, including the possibility 
that he might one day become the 
nation's Chief Executive. 


Provided, of course, he followed 
a carefully structured set of rules 
and embraced a conventional set of 
values that,included ambition, thrift, 
determination, patriotism, and that 
combination that has become 
known as the “work ethic”. 


For most of these two centuries it 
has-generally been understood and 
widely accepted that the rules of 
the game were written for whites, 
and that strict adherence to the 
rules contained no such guaran- 
tees for black children, particularly 
in- a’ Society still struggling 
under the burden of white racism.

security tax on the working poor, 

The tax credits for private school 
tuition may seriously undercut the 
financially-starved public school 
systems by providing further in- 

ducements for parents to send, their 
Children to private schools. This can 
only accelerate the trend of private 
schools for middle class, predominantly 
white, children and public schools for 
blacks and other minorities too poor to 
afford alternatives. 

«, Not onlya#ill this increase the func- 
tion of the tax system as a haven for 
subsidies (or welfare) for the better-oft, 
‘but it creates the danger of federal 
assistance in the formation of a two-tier 
system of education in this country, a 
new twist on the old “separate put 
equal” formula. 

Although -- in theory, at least -- the 
income tax is “progressive” in the 
sense that the more you .make, the 
higher the tax rates are, the social 
Security tax applies to everyone at the 
same rate, no matter what his income 
may be. * 

Everyone pays 5.8 percent of his first 
$10,800 in income, which means that a 
factory worker will pay that much out of 
every single salary check for a year, 
while the $200,000-a-year president of 
his company will only be taxed on that 
first $10,800. 

Black people especially, are hit hard. 
Over half-a-million black people work 
full-time at less than poverty wages. 
These working poor are often subjected 
to-a double social security tax since 
both husbands and wives may work. 

Lifting the social security tax from the 
backs of the working poor then, would 
lift: many hundreds of thousands of 
people past the official poverty line. No 
Proposal for tax reform can afford to 
ignore this. The same compassion 
lavished on the rich and well-to-do by 
our tax laws ought now to be turned 


toward the very peophe who need tax 
relief most. 
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affair and the conditions of racism in 
America will be totally missed ‘by most 
American viewers and analysts. Un- 
fortunately, the Watergate television 
hearings have merely become a new 
form of entertainment and a 
replacement of soap operas. 

Another point that must be made: Not 
onty-are most Americans missing the 
implications of the Watergate scandal, 
the publicly.televised hearings will 
begin to further divert the nation from 
other pressing issues facing this coun- 
try. 
Will the American people, and par- 
ticularly the politicians and legislators, 
use the Watergate issue to continue to 
ignore the scandalous federal cutbacks 
of economic programs and social 
programs in the black and poor com- 
munities? This country has used every 
conceivable issué or happening to 
divert the attention of the American 
people from the plight of millions of 
black people and other minorities. It 
has used the Communist conspiracy 
issue in the 50's); the Vietnam War 
(60's-early 70's); the Space program, 
and now political corruption and 
Watergate. It has used the issue of 
ecology to also divert this nation from 
the issue of racism and poverty. 

‘This nation does not mind showing 
its dirty linen as long as it has no 
relationship to the condition of black 
people. In fact, this country is willing to 
confess its sins publicly just to assure 
everyone that it still has a culture of 
morality of some sort, but hardly will it 
do penance for its racis@. It's going to 
be up to many black leaders and writers 
to w the: real implications of -the 
Watergate: affair.

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School Systems Will Not 
Hinder Chances Of Black 
‘People For Employment 


DEAR EDITOR: 

We black people have been 
inheriting the unemployment rolls for 
years and the blame can’t be placed on 
our concentration on Black Studies. 

Most of us from primary schpol to 
college have been well grounded in 
American (white ethnic) studies. Even 
predominately black schools base their 
courses of study on the white ethnic 
studies. Some black schools have at- 
tempted to give us a taste of Afro- 
American history, music, etc. but their 
efforts have been minimum. 

All of a sudden you are blaming the 
few of us who are eager to study 
Swahilli, African History and Afro- 
American Studies for the potential 
cause of black employment. 

We have had difficulty getting jobs 
for years, and we probably will continue 
to have problems finding a job whether 
we major in English, French or Swahilli. 
“The problem of black people is not 
the type of education we are receiving 
prior to.finding employment. Basically 
we all are receiving the same type of 
education that the white ethnic is 
receiving. The problem is that we are 
producing more educated black people 
than the major community is willing to 
utilize. 

There has never been in this country 
equal employment of all adequate, 
prepared, avaeilabie-black people. 

Do you, Mr. Editor, really believe that 
Warner and Swasey Company (@ very 
liberal employer indeed) would hire 
twenty black journeyman machinist if 
they were ‘the best of the sixty ap- 
plicants that applied for the twenty 
machinist positions open? 

Hampton Institute, Tuskegee and 
other institutions trained black craft- 
men for years, The reason they stopped 
“was because, most employers refused 
to utilize these well prepared people by 
employing them other-than. in.token-in- 
stances. Hampton and Tuskegee just 
couldn't get black craftsmen into tight 
knit white unions or most of their train- 
ned people into well established in- 
dustries. 

Hampton «institute had a intern 
program for tradesmen twenty five 
years ago. The institute provided plenty 
of mechanics, but the program failed 
because industry reneged on the deal. 
Gheck it out Mr. Editor! 

The Boston Highland Park Free 
School is not, | am sure deemphasizing 
the role of education among our 
people. Nor is the school system of the 
Muslim church, Malcolm X University 
and other black institutions de- 
emphasizing basic education. 

Mathematics, the sciences, the ability 
to read, write and speak are not neglec- 
ted in these institutions. 

However, black institutions have long 
ago decided what heroes we will honor, 
worship, emulate and maybe this bold- 

ness frightens:some of our brothers and 
sisters. 

Do we attack the institutions by 
saying that what they teach will not 
prepare them for a job in the white

300 Volunteers Needed & 
For Children’s Agency 


By AUDREY DuPUY 


The Franklin County” Chil- 
dren's: Services Agency 
needs over 300 adult volun- 
teers to serve as tutors, trans- 
porters, office workers, child 
care assistants, family volun- 
teers, and recruiters for foster 
and adoptive homes for the 
over 3,000 young people 
currently under custody of 
the agency. 

Skip Baxter; coordinator of 
training and recruitment for 
volunteers, emphasized that 
the major thrust of his recruit- 
ment efforts is for “Operation 
Friendship.” 

Baxter said that he needs 
about 20 males, over 21, to 
function as an adult friend to 
a youngster for a period of 
one year. Volunteers would 
spent about 16 hours per 
month with weekly contacts 
with the boys in the 12-17 age 
group. He also needs female 
adults for “Operation Friend- 
ship.” 

“We need volunteers to 
relate on a one-to-one basis 
-with-a-black_boy_or_gir!, ser- 
ving as a big brother or big 
Sister,” Baxter explained. 

He said that volunteers 
would take the teenagers to 
movies, ballgames, or just 


frovide the youngsters with 


an outlet for rapping and 


mutual exchange. . 

Baxter indicated that his 
agency prefers to keep the 
children in their homes -in a 
natural environment - and 
that only 5 per cent of the 
children are housed at 
Franklin Village, the agency 
headquarters. 

There are six group homes 
in Columbus which house 
some” of the children; Baxter 
said. He said that even 
though the agency tries. to 
maintain a home setting, the 
children will go lacking in 
terms of human involvement 
with a personal friend if the 
volunteers are not main- 
tained.
